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“Ye shall go forth in the power of my Spirit, preaching my gospel, two by two, in my name, lifting up 
your voices as with the sound of a trump, declaring my word like unto angels of God. And ye shall go 
forth baptizing with water, saying: Repent ye, ... for the kingdom of heaven is at hand”. (D&C 42:6-7) 






We have just completed a wonderful Mission Tour by Elder and Sister 
Rolfe Kerr of the Seventy. He was very impressed with our mission and the 
work that is going on here. He was less than pleased with our obedience to 
some universal mission rules. These rules separate us out from being 
missionaries who are true servants of the Lord and missionaries who are just 
“on a mission”. These rules included: getting up at or before 6:30am or 
6:25am for us, one hour of personal study, one hour of companionship study, 
starting to proselyte at 10:00am, asking members and others for referrals, 
extending commitment invitations, teaching appointments one hour or less, 
companion within sight, using preparation day appropriately and in bed by 
10:30pm. I was frankly ashamed of the response given by many of the missionaries surveyed. If we 

answer these simple rules of missionary life as being accomplished only “frequently” or “sometimes” 
rather than “always” I think it indicates we are on a mission but have not become missionaries. 
Remember that obedience to little things leads to big blessings of strength and power. We need and 
want the Spirit of the Lord so that we can “Speak with the tongue of angels”. This cannot be done if 
we are only acting like and living like a missionary part of the time, i.e. not “always” but only 
“frequently” or “sometimes”. 
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One of the things that Elder Kerr felt was inappropriate was the amount of hair gel that was being 
used by some of our missionaries. We need to avoid drawing attention to ourselves by our dress and 
hair styles. Too much hair gel draws attention away from the servant of the Lord that we are 
supposed to be. Again, remember, obedience to little things leads to big blessings of strength and 
power. Our mission should set the example of what missionaries should look like and be like, with- 
out any exceptions. 


Some things should be obvious to us as servants of the Lord. We should not be enticed to look 
like men and women of the world but as true servants of the Lord. We have been given Prophets 
and Apostles as exemplars of what we should do and how we should look. As missionaries they have 
asked us to consecrate even more than regular members of the Church and become like them, true 
servants of the Lord. Beyond these rules the Lord has said, “...it is not meet that I should command 
in all things; for he that is compelled in all things, the same is a slothful and not a wise servant; 
wherefore he receiveth no reward.” 


This mission is marvelous and the work that is being done is amazing. You are to be commended 
for your diligence and hard work. Now let’s see if we can become strictly obedient to all the rules 
and truly become missionaries and not just be on missions.
